Mr. George H. Wilkins, a member of 
the Stefansson Arctic Expedition, has 
reached England affer-more.than three 
years spent in the Arctic, mostly among 
the Eskimos of: Victoria Island, Banks 
Land, and the northernmost coast of 
Canada. : 

In an ‘interview with Reuter’s repre- 
sentative, Mr. Wilkins, who is an Aus- 
tralian, and is going to join the Navy, 
described some of his expericnecs, 

He joined the expedition as photo- 

rapher, but at one time or another he 

as commanded the three smal! vessels 

of the expedition. He has done. many 
thousands of miles of sledging, some- 
times accompanied’ by only. a single 
Eskimo, and, ~ developing into = « 
naturalist. “has. collected a, large number 
Of birds and mamma] specimens from 
the Parry Archipelago, a region entirely 
anerered hitherto by tho naturalist.

Mr. Stefansson discoveredon a previous 
expedition. They are quite untouched by

A KNIFE MADE AND TRIBD.

One day tho deceased 
cam across aw member: of the tribe 
fashioning & knife ‘out of the copper 
which is found in this region. He chaffed 
him, it appears, on his’ want of skill. 
“You don’t know the first thing. about 
making. a knife,” he said, in effect. (The 
artificer said nothing until he had finish- 
ed his work, when, remarking, “1 think 
it is.a pretty, good ‘knifa,” he plunged 
it into the breast of his critic. ~-

Mr. Asquith, Since the war I hava been 
brought much in “contact with him, and 
during the ‘last few months ‘I have been 
n subordinate member of his Government, 
and I want to toke the trst public: op- 
portunity of thanking him for: the con: 
sideration and the kindly courtesy, he 
has always shown. me, and to say: Yhat 
I shall always be proud. to. think: thet, 
through ‘all these tronblous times, even 
before ‘the war, when politics divided us 
as the 

friendship of Mr. Asquith. (Cheers.) 
In ordinary times the outgoing of one 
Prime Minister and the incoming of 
another ere jooked upon, by a certain 
section. of bie people as a triumph, . Let 
us firs}. make it clear to our enemies 
abroad. that they will get no satisfaction 
out of the ‘present crisis, (Cheers.) This 
ig ‘not-a contest between peace and war;

Iam able.to make immediate reply ‘to 
your ¢eabled letter dated November 25th 
Yeu have quito misunderstood the pu 
pose of. my discussions. This misunder- 
standing -is doubticss due té the imper- 
fect or partial form in which they have 
reached you. ‘It may bé due in part to 
the fact that at the moment of their 
publication shore were made, both, in 
this country ata elsewhere, a number of 
expressions: of opinion yogarding the 
‘termination of: the war with which my 
discussions may havo been quite unjusti- 
fiably associated, ‘Tho misunderstanding 
may. be due in part to the caption 
under which they were printed. I make 
no. plea for immediate peace, On -the 
contrary, I entirely dissociate myself 
from thoee persons and ‘those movements 
which. would urge ‘on kumaniterian 
grounds an immediate peace even at the’ 
cost of the great objects of the ‘war. 
Until these objects are gained and, 
having been gained, are. secured for the 
future.this war cannot end in anything 
that would deserve tho mame of: peace, 


Under such circumstances the result’ 
would be at best a new era of competi- 
tive armaments and anew and desperate 
struggle by the use of every means known 
to man to gain a position of advantage 
from which to carry on another and 
equally. terrible contest. ° The, starting 
point of my discussions, assuming the 
eertain defeat of Germany and her allies, 
is the belief that the time has come to 
consider whether the wat may not be 
ended jn ‘the not distant future by an 
international agreement, in which the 
United Stateg shall perscate. With a 
view to securing @-basia for the .diseus- 
sion definite proposals are being brought 
forward and examined in my. contribn- 
tions to the Vew Fork Zimes. It would 
be most helpful if, when these specific 
proposals have-been read. in full and 
carefully considered, it. might then be: 
pointed out how far, if at all, they may 
be made to serve as the basis of a future 
international agreement, ‘whose aim shall 
be #0, do- everything that. is humanly 
possibia to protec, civilisation against a 
recurrence of the pe sont calamity. 
‘You aro’ mistaken fn ‘assuming’ 
these articles bave been, written under. 
the. disadvartage. of aloofness from the’ 
emotions oxcited by the war.

When tho siidden invasion of Belgium, 
long. prepared by the Central Empires, 
attained its temporary success, the Allies 
agreed that the provisionin and main- 
tenance of the Belgian people remaining 
jn the occupied territories was & duty 
overriding considerations of 
immediate military’ interests. ns 
therefore, the Belgian Government seb on 
foot the work of relief, and entrusted it 
to & neutral Commission: for rolief in 
Belgium, the Allied Governments pledged 
themselves to the support of that Com- 
mission. ’ . 

‘As soon ag the financial. resources of 
tho Belgian Government were exhausted 
tho Allies provided sums for the con- 
tinuation of ‘the work, They have 
furnished the Commission with shipping 
and. all other necessary _ facilities. 
Further, ‘they have done their utmost 
through’ the neutral Commission, to pro- 
tect Belgian industry from the disastrous 
consequences of Invasion. ~ hey. have 
facilitated exports to noutral countries 
and the transmission of funds to Belgium 
for wages and for the upkeep of factories. 
They have repeatedly made offers to the 
Germans which would have further pro- 
moted Belgian industry and trade under 
the care of the neutral Commission, and 
would have allowed the importation of 
raw materials. into Belgium. But these 
dfferg have met with no reply. 


The Allies call this to mind, not as 
taking credit to themselves but in order 
to show what bas been their consistent 

olicy. They have taboured to protect 

elgium so far as possible from the effects 
of the war, and they have sought no 
advantage for themselves from this 
policy, since they have, through the 

elgian Government, entrusted its execu- 
‘tion solely to a neutral Commission 
which has consistently refrained from 
assisting either belligerent and has acted 
solely in ‘the interests of the eivil popula- 
tion of Belgium. : 

Tho Allies have only. stipulated that thé 
Germans should. equally draw 
advantage from the operations of ti 
Coinmission; that. they should nob. seizo 
eithér imparted or native supplies and 
that the distribution of relief 5 r 
be -used for the purpose. of. coercing 
Belgian workmen against their conscience, 
These conditions, which the. Germans 
have pledged themselves to obey, have, in 
the past, been frequently. violated ; 
Belgian cattle have been driven: out of 
Belgium to feed the German armies at the 
front, Belgian workmen have been 
courced, and seizures and requisitions of 
foodstuffs have taken place throughout 
the occupied territories.” The Germans 
have alsa seized raw matcrials, machinery 
and-all the property of Belgian factories 
essential to the maintenance of the 
national industry, and have thus 
deliberately ‘created unemployment and 
minery. 

But these infractions of the German 
guarantees have in past been dis- 
avowed in many cases by the German 
Government, and the Allies were content 
to rely upon the neutral Commission’ to 
watch over and enforce the fulfilment. of 
the conditions under which it worked. 


_ Now, however, the situation is chang- 
ing. Tho Germans have abandoned ‘all 
pretence of respecting personal freedom. 
in Belgium. ‘They bave deliberately 
ordered’ the suspension of public relief 
works suppor by the neutral Com- 
mission and have openly, in. spite of all 
their professions to the contrary, aimed 
at creating ‘the unemployment which 
would furnish them with an excuse for 
at aire They .have become them- 
selves the ‘organizers of and co-operators 
with man-hunts,” which they solemnly 
pledged themselves by: the, Brussela Con- 
vention of 1890 to put down in: Africa. 
Further, tho machinery of Belgian 
industry has. now been totally destroyed, 
and the exports from Belgium of food. 
stuffs essential for. the maintenance of 
the population haa again begun on a 
large scale, 


The Allieg must thereforo..warn the 
world of what is about to take place. 
As their: own situation. grows ‘Tore 
rate, the Central Empires intend 
ar up every guarantee on which the 
work of the Relief. Commission rests. 


‘They intend to cast aside all their pro- 


mises and. to use Belgian foodstuffs and 
Belgian .Jabour to: support. their own 
failing strength..

CURSE OF ALLIED STRATEGY. 

Nor it is only Roumania which suffers 
for the haphazard manner of her taking 
the field, All the Allies suffer. The 
enemy have been able te give their armiey 
and their civil populations. a fillip of 
encouragement. They ve made the 
world marvel onco more at their resources 
and their skill:in. making the: most of 
them. ‘They have prolonged ‘the ‘war, 
and if they shotld get hold. of Rou- 
mania’s cor and oil ‘thoy will be able 
to struggle on longer still. Alb. this‘s 
regrettable, deplorablo; yet it is not the 
worst. ‘The worst is that the Allies have 
ones more incurred the reproach of leav- 
ing a small country in the lurch. 

I do not admit that ‘the “reproach - ia 
just. 1 maintain that Roumania 
chiely’ Mr. Bratiano to thank for the 
plight in which she finds herself. “' His 
auddén decision to declare war came as 
‘a eueprise and prevented the making. of 
arrangements which might have _ si 
hig country from the furnace of suffering 
through. which sho passes now.
